It is more dangerous to ap- 
proach.a donkey in the United 
States than to fly in a transport 
plane. : : 

This waa stated todny by one 
of Britain's leading alr experts to 
n gnthering of distinguished 
scientists representing the Royal 
Acronnutical Society. 

The expert, Mr. Peter G. Mase- 
field, director of long term plan- 
ning and projects at the British 
Minlstry of Civil Aviation, told 
his Usteners that air transport 
was not safe enough, but thit ft 
was “nothing He so unsafe” as 
wns suggested by headlines in the 
non-technical press. 

“Indeed,” .he sald, “in the 
United States ‘ast year statistics 
show that there were more pco- 
ple kicked to death by dorkeys 
than were killed in air transport. 

“One must assume that a very 
dangerous breed of donkcy Ie 
reared tn the States. 

“But as 12,600,100 people flew 
for 6,055 mlllfon passenger mites 
on United States domestic airline 
line tn 1947 nnd (although it was 
a bad year for occidents) only 109 
of them were kilied, and as I 
very much doubt whether the 
donkey miles approached — this 
Ogure, it may be exssumed thot’ it| 
ir more dangerous to approach a 
donkey in the United States than 
to fy in a transport plane,” 
Reuter.

A trigger-happy Russian tieutenant and a battle 
yeteran American colonel met in the middle of

The spirit of nationalism’is awakening in most (Co-

“Now ts perhaps a dangcrous 
time when subversive influences 
and irresponsible cliques can 
exploit this awakening and tune 
it to their unhappy purpose.” 

The African delegates includ- 
ed representatives of the Gold 
Const—-where nearly 100 persons. 
-were killed or, wounded last 
February in riots which a Gov- 
ernment favestlznting commissfon 
sald were Communist-inspired. 

The conference is the first. at 
which African leaders have been 
given a vorce in discussion uf 
the economic, social and political 
problems of the’ Colonies. 

Attacking critics of Britain's 
Colonial policy, Mr, Creech Jones 
sald: -

Phya Sornyudh. told the Court 
that the ex-Premici’s Sceretary, 
Lieutenant Vajarachai, who is 
accused 0° the actual murder but 
who is also missing, and Pratum- 
tot had visited his home several 
tImes before the - King's death. 
They had discussed timber busi- 
ness, he said. 


In the prosecutions’ summing- 
up yesterday, Licufenant Vajarn- 
chai was accused of being the 
man who actuully shot the King. 


The prosecutor clalmed that 
Panomyong and a_ political 
clique plotted and carriod out 
the murder because thoy were 
alarmed at the young King’s 
decision to abdicate:and stand 
for election to Farilament and 
did not like the prospect of his 
becoming Premler of tho 
‘country soma eay. 


Pratumrot, hv alleged, had a 
grudge nogainst the King’ and cone 
to take his 
life.—Reuter.
